WASHINGTON, March?.—Spain has 
withdrawn her request for the re- 
call of Consul General Lee and it is 
now believed that the incident is 
practically closed.

N B W YORK, March 7.—The star- 
board turret of the Maine is found 
to have been blown clear of the 
ship, says the Havana correspon- 
dent of the Hearld. 
The turret now 
lies upturned on its side and sunk 
deep in the mud. Its present posi- 
tion is regarded as one more proof 
of the tremendous force of the ex- 
plosion exerted in the direction of 
'the port to starboard. 
George 
Hehm, the ship's carpenter, has 
made a careful inspection of the 
wreck. 
He

this duty because of his perfect 
familiarity with all portions of the 
vessel. 
Though Helms has not

CONGRESS SOLID. 


Keady to Support the Adiiiinistratiou With 


Money and Men. 


WASHINGTON, March 7.—The sen- 
timent at the capitol today, and es- 
l)ecially on the house side, was 
unanimous in support of the action 
of the president in declining to re- 
call General Lee, at the behest of 
the Spanish government. 
The im- 
mense 
gravity of the situation 
seems profoundly to impress the 
members who stood about the lob- 
bies before the hour set. Without 
regard to party all united in com- 
mending the president's firm stand 
and the unanimous desire expressed 
was ill support of any measures 
he may deem necessary to maintain 
the American contention. 


Representative 
Livingston, 
of 
Georgia, a minority member of the 
appropriations committee, and Mr. 
Bodine, a minority member of the 
naval affairs committee, both de- 
clared that they would vote for any- 
thing the president asked. 


' 'Congres.s ought to be solidly be- 
hind the president now," said Mr. 
Livingston. 
"This is no time for 
criticism or bickering of any kind. 
In the face of an impending foreign 
war party lines should be forgotten. 
We are Americans first, partisans 
afterwards." 


It can be stated on the highest 
authority that the attitude of Speak- 
er Reed and some of the other re- 
]jublican leaders who have sought 
to keep down the "jingo" spirit in 
the house, has been misunderstood 
by the public. 
Their purpose in de- 
laying action on the bill creating 
two additional regiments of artillery 
was to prevent, as far as possible, 
any undue alarm. 


While it is not generally known, 
it is nevertheless true, that the re- 
])ublican leaders of the house have 
given the administration assurances 
that any emergency action which 
may be deemed necessary to uphold 
the dignity of the country will be 
promptly ratified. 


The whole aim of the republican 
leaders, under the leadership of the 
speaker, has been and is to avDid 
hasty action or the possibility, so 
far as possible, of incendiary utter- 
ances on the floor which might make 
a diplomatic settlement of the con- 
troversy more difficult. But the 
administration understands that the 
majority in the house is behind 
them and that money and men will 
be voted without stint when they 
are called for.

Dairy Herd at Feeble Minded Home Have 


ISeen Tested. 


The startling disclosures made in 
different parts of the state of the ex- 
tent to which dairy cattle are in- 
fected with tuberculosis 
inducea 
Superintendent Alexander Johnson, 
of the feeble minded home, to have 
the dairy cows at the home inspect- 
ed and subjected to the tuberculin 
test. 
The result is very gratifying, 
as the following letter from Prof. A. 
W. Bitting, veterinarian at Purdue 
university, attests: 


LAFAYETTE, Ind., March 4, 1898.

DEAR SIR : — I herewith send you 
the certificates of the tuberculin 
test. I am pleased to say that all 
have been found to be free from 
disease. 
One, Juno, had a slight 
rise of temperature, but I do not 
consider it sufficient to warrant that 
she has the disease. 


I tried to reach you by telephone 
on Monday and let you know the 
result, but could not get you. I was 
suddenly called from the city, which 
accounts for the delay^in the report. 


In the last ten days I have exam- 
ined r)46 records and reviewed forty- 
one postmortems of 
those con- 
demned. I am glad you was not 
among 
the unfortunate owners. 
Mr. Skinner reports your herd to be 
in excellent condition.

Consul General I^ee Undisturbed by Spain's

HAVANA, March 7,—General Fitz- 
hugh Lee, consul general of the 
United Staites, when questioned to- 
day regarding Spain's demand for 
his recall, said:

"That there is hereby appropri- 
ated out of any money in the treas- 
ury, not otherwise appropriated for 
the national defense and for each 
and every purpose connected there 
with, to be expended at the discre- 
tion of the president, and to remain 
available until June 30, 1899, fifty 
million dollars.'' It was referred to 
the committee on appropriations. 


Mr. Cannon had an interview with 
the president this morning and at 
its conclusion went to the capital 
and called a special* meeting of the 
appropriations 
committee. 
After 
the meeting Mr. Cannon introduced 
the national defense bill in the 
house. 
The appropriations commit- 
tee will meet tornorrow. 


\ h e bill, it was learned later, was 
the outcome of a conference held at 
the white house this morning, at 
which Mr. Cannon, Secretary Long, 
Mr. Dingley, 
Senator Allison and 
General Grosvenor were present. 
The situation was considered so 
grave that it was deemed imperative 
that an immense appropriation of 
this character should be made at 
once to prepare for the national de- 
fense. 
This bill will be pressed in 
the house at once.

TALK IT OVER. 


Callers at tbe W h i t e House to Digouss tl.e 


Situation. 


WASHINGTON, March 7.—Not since 
the disaster to the Maine has the 
president received so large a num- 
ber of early callers of prominence 
as this morning. 
Senators Allison 
and Hale were among the first to 
arrive and they were immediately 
shown into the cabinet room. 
They 
were soon joined by Secretary Long 
and Representatives Dingley, Gros- 
venor and Cannon. 
The conference 
lasted nearly an hour and at its con- 
clusion all left about the same time. 
It was learned that the intimation 
that Spain was dissatisfied with 
General Lee and might ask the 
president to recall him, came to the 
secretary of state last night or Sat- 
urday in the cablegram from Min- 
ister Woodford, and that in re- 
sponse 
to 
the 
president's re- 
fusal to consider 
General 
Lee's 
recall, 
the 
Madrid 
authori- 
ties 
signified their 
acquiescence 
and this fact was duly cabled to the 
secretary of state. It therefore ap 
pears that the status is the same as 
before the incident. 
The corre- 
spondence, as understood here, did 
not show that Spain had made a de- 
mand for General Lee's recall, or 
that the Madrid government had 
gone so far as to request his recall. 
The extent of its displeasure was ex- 
pressed in an intimation simply that 
his presence in Havana as the rep- 
resentative of the United States gov- 
ernment was not agreeable to them. 


The complaint against sending re- 
lief supplies to Cuba in war vessels 
was made through Mr. Du Bosc, the 
Spanish charge d' affairs, but the 
matter was fully explained to him 
and he freely expressed his entire 
satisfaction with the present ar- 
rangement and intimated that he 
would withdraw his protest. 


TWAS EXTERNAL. 


Recent Developments Confirm Tliat Theory 


Coucernlngr the Explosion. 


N E W YORK, March 7 . — A dispatch 
to the Tribune from^Havana says: 
The arrival of the Spanish warship 
Almiraiite 
Oquendo, 
while the 
Spanish population was still rejoic- 
ing oyer the coming of the Yizcaya, 
has given the Spaniards an exagger- 


ated 
notion 
of 
Spain's 
naval 
prowess. The tendency is to cause 
a feeling that war with the United 
States would not be so serious for 
Spain. 
The idea iriay seem redicu- 
lous in the states, yet the existence 
of this belief among a large element 
of the population of Havana should 
not be ignored. 


These Spanish warships encourage 
the notion that the result of the 
Maine inquiry is a subject of in- 
difference to the Spanish govern- 
ment. 
Not many 
days 
will be 
needed 
for 
Captain 
Sampson 
and 
his 
associates to conclude 
the investigation. 
The wrecking 
companies are making 
progress 
in clearing away the rough struc- 
ture. 
During the absence of the 
board the navy department divers 
are able to extend their examina- 
tion of the plates of the hull. 
They 
found those plates twisted as from 
an outside explosion. 
Everything 
previously learned regarding the 
forward magazine being intact, and 
the existence of large quantities of 
unexploded ammunition has been 
confirmed and strengthened. 


Without going into minutiae it 
may be said that the navy depart- 
ment divers have secured much 
technieal evidence from the con- 
dition of the hull and keel and 
interior of the wreck 
that the 
Maine 
explosion 
was due to 
foul play. 
As to whether by a tor- 
pedo or a submarine mine, doubts 
may be left. Not much proof can 
be gathered by the naval board 
concerning the persons who were in 
the conspiracy. 
The Spanish au- 
thorities are in a better position to 
determine that matter. The Span- 
ish divers have been working very 
slowly. 
They 
have been giving 
more attention to the coalbunkers, 
apparently, than to other portions 
of the wreck. 
They have 
made 
nothing more than a superficial ex- 
amination of the hull. 


It seems to be understood that the 
Spanish admiralty board in its offi- 
cial investigation is finding little 
evidence to give plausible support 
to the theory of accident. 
This dis- 
tinction from positive proof of an 
external explosion it may not be 
able to ignore. 
There is clearly less 
confidence in oilicial circles than 
during the period when the declara- 
tions of accident were made by Gen- 
eral Blanco. 


The Spanish inquiry proceed in 
leisurely fashion. It may be a long 
time before a conclusion is reached. 
There will be no reason for a long 
delay by the naval board.

A letter from President Power, 
received this morning, conveys this 
information. 
The president last 
Friday promulgated an order trans-

franchise to Grand Rapids and noti- 
fied all the directors of the league 
by letter. 
The vote to admit Grand 
Rapids in place of Wheeling resulted 
4 to 3 in favor of the Michigan city, 
but one of the negatives agreed 
^at his vote would be changed 
provided Grand Rapids would pay a 
larger guarantee than the other 
cities in the league. 
Manager Tor- 
reyon, who will own the new ^club 
in Grand Rapids, agreed to pay a 
bigger guarantee, and this made the 
constitutional vote for the change, 
two-thirds.

SlM{IN(iP'lELD"s TROUBLES. 


Springfield Sun : "The base ball 
situation in Springfield is critical 
and the time is now here when 
something must be done. 
The seri- 
ousness of the situation has been 
fully recognized by President Pow- 
ers, and the awarding of Grand 
Rapids to the Inter-State league 
must be construed as significant. As 
a matter of course the situation at 
Wheeling is still unsettled and it is 
highly probable that this st3p vi'as 
taken to provide against the emer- 
gency of the failure of this town to 
eiater the league, but the real facts 
when known, and probably consid- 
ered concerning the present situa- 
tion in Springfield, show that this 
city is almost if not quite as near 
the danger line as Wheeling. 
But 
eleven more days must elapse before 
the 
Inter-State league 
meeting, 
when there can be no further eva- 
sion of the exact condition of affairs, 
and it is high time that those who 
would dislike to see the franchise 
removed from Springfield should 
awake to the seriousness of the sit- 
uation, and take the necessar3'- steps 
to keep it here. 


The details of the financial condi- 
tion of the club have from time to 
time been noticed, making it entire- 
ly unnecessary at this time to more 
than briefiy notice this feature of 
the situation, and it must suffice to 
say that $900 in actual cash is need- 
ed to put Manager Whistler on his 
feet. 


Last year's experience has plainly 
demonstrated the fact that a base- 
ball stock company in Springfield is 
not a success ; what was one man's 
business was everybody's business, 
and what was everybody's business 
was nobody's business, until 
at 
times, with all the petty bickerings, 
jealousies and criticisms, 
things 
were often in an extremely chaotic 
state, and to try the experiment 
again would be, to say the least, 
dangerous. 
For six days now tho 
association has been without a pres- 
ident, and without an available man 
who is competent to fill that posi- 
tion. 
The choice of an incompetent 
man would be sure to result in dis- 
aster, for the resignation of a presi- 
dent at some stages of the active 
season would mean total annihila- 
tion of the club. 
There is positively 
but one way out of the present diffi- 
culty and that is to place the fran- 
chise absolutely in the control of 
Manager Whistler, with the under- 
standing that he is to be thrown up- 
on his own resources, and stay in 
Springfield as long as the people 
show by their patronage that they 
want a good ball tej,m. 
President 
Powers himself 
strongly advises 
this action, and significetitly adds: 
"Ther0'should be prompt decision 
in this matter, for if Wheeling 
stays in and Springfield does not, 
Grand R^^ids can be held in her 
place.'' 
Jusi^tho^ M a n ^ r Whist- 
ler is to jsepure the franchise is a 
question yet to be decided. 
He says 
that something must be done and 


that very soon. 
"I cannot afford 
he said, "to lay around Springfield 
and devote all my time and energy 
to a scheme which is to end in 
smoke. If the people of Springfield 
want to trust me with the fran 
chise, I am willing to take the 
chance, and will guarantee them 
better ball team than they have 
ever Ijefore boasted of, but this un 
certainty must be settled soon or 
will be compelled to throw up the 
job."

an overhauling tlw^-e was a bulging 
of her bottom under the forward 
turret that gave our naviil experts 
some concern for the big fighting 
machine. 
On her trip from Halifax 
to take part in the manoeuvres of 
her squadron in the south the Indi- 
ana was able to make only half 
speed liecausc her boilers began 
leaking, though she was'equipped 
with two complete sets of boilers as 
ju'ovision for some such an emer- 
gency. 
iiccently 
the 
battteship 
Iowa, the 
largest 
warship 
yet 
launched by the 
United 
States, 
disabled her big thirteen-inch guns 
wliile trying target ]-)ractice at sea 
and for a time was practically use- 
loss as a fighting machine. 
The 
ci'uiser Chicago is now in dock un- 
dergoing a thorough 
overhauling 
above water that will require an 
expenditure of about .1:1,000,000, an 
amount almost equal to her original 
cost. 
The cruiser Atlantic is also 
receiving extensive and costly re- 
¡»airs. 
Th(^ double-turreted moni- 
tor Puritan, reputed to be our most 
powerful battleship, 
though 
she 
made magnificent trial speed, was 
unal)le to do l)etter than five knots 
an hour out from Norfolk recently 
and naval ex])erts are in doubt of 
her seagoing (lualities. 
There are 
many other American warships that 
are receiving extensive roji.'^ir.'i, al- 
though the ships are of recent con- 
struction. 
All these facts seem to 
(]uestion the succe.ss 
of 
modern 
naval architecture. 
Battleships of 
the new type liave never been tested 
and only a naval war will determine 
whether or not tiie nations of the 
world have expended hiTndr(^ls of 
millions of money to no purpose.

Presented at a RMeot, Meetinc; of 
the Society. 


The Fort Wayne Relief union was 
the sul>ject for cou-sideration at the 
last conference of delegates to the 
Associated Charities, and 
papers 
were read upon "Its History," by 
Mrs. E. H. McDonald, and "Its 
Treasury, " by Miss Katherine Ham- 
ilton. 
The papers contained 
so 
much interesting information rela- 
tive to the work of this organization 
that the request was made for their 
publication. 


HISTORY OF T H E IIELIKK UNION. 


The Fort Wayne Relief union, 
like most organizations that succeed, 
had a small beginning. 


Twenty j'-ears ago, or on March 
1.1, 1S7S, a few of the prominent 
ladies of Fort Wayne, i)ioneers in 
the cause of Christian charity in its 
various forms, founded a 
relief 
society. 
Tliey had worked together 
for some time, but 
finding 
thdt 
without organization and 
method 
there was much waste of time and 
energy'-, they made a call through 
the newspapers to the ladies of the 
ditbirent churches of the cit}' to 
meet tluuii at the old rink for the 
purpose of organizing a benevolent 
association, 
which siiould 
be an 


0])en organization to unite as far as 
possible all cla.sscs of citizens in a 
wise, administrations of the charities 
of tiic city. 
Au encouraging re- 
sponse caiiHi fi-<)7)i this call. 
Mrs. 
Jesse L Williams was elected presi- 
dent. 
Two vice ])residents and a 
secretar;' wore also elected, 
and 
Mrs. A. R. Hendersijti, who after- 
wards v,'orked long and ethcientl^^ 
in the relief union, was made treas- 
urer. 
A board of managers was 
elected and a committee on per- 
manent organization appointed. 


The name given the association 
was the Fort Wayne Relief society. 
Its oliicers were to be elected yearly. 
Its great aims were 
to 
render 
lirompt and judicious relief to the 
suffering })oor, to ]trevent waste and 
misapiilication of charity, to detect 
imposture and to jjut an eml to 
begging on the streets and at the 
dnor. 


Tiie meetings were lield at first in 
the rink. 
WIkíu that building was 
turned into a tln-ater the ladies met 
in a room over thc! ( Jrafl'e jewelry 
store, and latt;r in the basement of 
the First Presbyterian church imtil 
it was burned in 
The work 


was done by members of the society, 
that the money might all be used 
for chai-ity. 


They visiled the poor cooked fm- 
the sick, made drosses and aprons, 
tied c'lmforters and patched cloth- 
ing, which they distributed with 
their own haiuls to the needy. 


(hie of these ladies said to me: 
"How much I enjoyed that work! 
Sometimes I went out before break- 
fast and bought a load of wood for a 
])00r family. 
We met every week 
to sew, and comjiaring notes we 
soon became ac(iuainted 
with the 
needy ])oor and understood 
their 
wants." 


One little inci<lent of that time 
may be worth mentioning. 
When 
the old church (as it is now called) 
burned those ladies, with all other 
regrets, were sad in the thought 
that the stores of the Relief society, 
which were kept in a closet in tlie 
ba.sement of the building were gone, 
but the next morning, as some of 
them went early to look at the ruins 
and see thc> ashes of what had been 
the society's riches, they found that 
one closet unburned. 
Thej^ hired 
men to remove the fallen, 
half 


1)urned timbers and ])ry open the 
door and, with baskets, they rescued 
and carried away their goods almost 
unharmed. 


In 1SS-' this society Wiis incor- 
porated and obtained a charter and 
a seal—its name being changed to 
The Fort 
Wayne Relief 
union. 
Since then its history has been in 
some ways a repetition of the first 
year's, but, with the growth of the 
city, it has grown in numbers as 
also in needs. 
It has been found 
necessary to have jjaid administra- 
tors of its charities. 
As in the old 
time, it is usually the faithful few 
that work, but there are also the 
generous givers. 


The first president of the Relief 
union "after its incorporation was 
Mrs. Addie L. Bond, of precious 
meniory. 
She held that office until 
her death, which occurred in Jan- 
uary, 1S87. This was an irrepar- 
able loss to the society. 


No tribute of love that we could 
bring would be too great to honor 
the memory of Mrs. Bond. 
Wise, 
loving, kind and tender, she won 
our alfection ; zealous, enthusiastic 
and brave, she animated us to good 
works, which she in the great nobil- 
ity and sweetness of her character 
was ever ready and first to share. 
When she was gone, as one of our 
number said, 
"it is hard to look 
into the future." 
We knew 
her 
hopes and her wishes, but we hesi- 
tated to go forward ; untried work 
without her counsel daunted us. 


About this time the managers of 
the Home of the Friendless offered 
their property 
at the corner of 
Pritchard and Rockhill streets, to 
the Fort Wayne Relief union, if 
they would assume the debt of i^fOO 
with 
which it 
was encumbered. 
The offer was, after some delibera- 
tion, accepted, the debt paid, and in 
1888 the house was repaired, and 
with the aid of ladies from sevenil 
different churches, who furnished 
rooms, it was opened as a home for 
old ladies. 
This department not 
proving an entire success, in 1890 it 
was changed to a Home for Emer- 
gencies which was greatly needed 
and which has since been of much 
value to the city as a temporary 
asylum for the destitute. 


In the fall of 1892 an industrial 
school building was erected oh one- 
half of the home i)roperty at a cost 
of nearly $1,500, 
This wasaihazard' 
ous venture as it placed the society 
in debt, which it had always shunned ; 
but 
through 
some 
strei^uous 


oscfriicns on the patt of 
the mousy ^was given hy 
oas people of the city uid llie hoîné 
paid for the next year. 
This btUl^- 
ing is now in constat tise. 
It has 
one very large room for the "înr 
dnstrial school for children and fciir 
wonien who meet to work on'cértàin 
days, an office for the snperintend- 
ent, store rooms for clothing and a 
kit.chen. 


The work of teaching the children 
to sew is under the management of 
most efficient ladies, and the work- 
room has been of valuable assistance 
to women who have wished to leam 
better to sew and mend. 


To speak of the Relief Union to 
the people of Fort Wayne is only to 
remind them of what they all know 
about, and believe to be one of the 
best charitable orj^anizations of the 
city, iind which has their entire 
confidence. 


Xo one hesitates to trust to giving 
of alms, small or great, into the 
hands of the ladies of the Relief 
Union. 


From the first inception of 
the 
society, when the now sainted Mrs. 
Jesse L. Williams set her great 
heart in the work—till today—the 
ladies have felt the great responsi- 
bility of a trust laid upon their 
hands, and very humbly and prayer- 
fully they have sought to perform 
their duty. 


One most commendable feature of 
the society is, that from first to last, 
the Relief union has been in charge 
of harmonious workers. 
Since the 
lamented Mis. B(md there has been 
but three presidents. ' The lirst of 
these Mrs. Esmond served 
eight 
months \viuni she moved from the 
city. 
Mrs. A. D. Guild was first 
vice president, was then 
elected 
l)resident and served till ISU.") when 
she resigned, and Mrs. E. 11. Mc- 
Donald was elected and nf^w most 
creditably holds the chair. 


The Home for Emergencies, al- 
though a department of the Relief 
union has its own oilicers and board 
of managers. 
Mrs. W. D. Page is 
the president. 
The>harit.y that is 
dispensed therti would surely soften 
the hardest heart. 
We extend a 
cordial invitation to our friends to 
visit this institution and the indus- 
trial school were much work is 
being done. 


The A.ssociated Charities as you 
well know, was the outgrowth of 
the need of interchange of thought 
aTid l:n«-»wlfidgc and of more inti- 
mate relations between the different 
charities of the city. 


The Relief union felt this need 
greatly and has most heartily lent 
her aid in its organization and main- 
tenance.

AIM OK T H E UKI.IK!' UNION. 


The Fort Wayne Relief Union en- 
deavors TO render substantial aid 
and a.ssistance to humanity within 
the confines of this city in cases of 
emergency, 
and 
to the most de- 
serving such help as is within the 
province of the society to bestow. 


It cannot be denied that there are 
cases in which the society has been 
deceived, but it is better to err on 
the side of humanity or turn awa}' 
from a case that seems to demand 
immediate relief tlian to wait for 
an investigation, and yet ])ersonal 
visitation is one 
of the 
cardinal 
rules by which we are able to learn 
of the most helpless and of each in- 
dividual's most urgent need. 


liesultiug 
from 
these 
personal 
vi.sits came the idea of assi.sting un- 
fortunate peo])le in 
someway 
to 
help themselves, as being reall^^ the 
most useful form of charity, as each 
person .so helped is able in that 
measure to rise above the level of 
a dependent to the standard of self- 
maintenance at least. 


In connection with this kind of 
aid the Relief 
Union established a 
school or work room of instruction 
in which women are helped to a bet- 
ter knowledge of doing for them- 
sel ves in the way of mending and 
rejiairing garments. 


The most important aim may be 
noted 
in the 
Industrial 
school, 
where little girls are taught the cor- 
rect use of the needle in every way, 
thus early in life giving to them a 
means by which they become useful 
as they grow older, many of tliem 
becoming quite expert and 
finding 
places of self-support. It may be in- 
teresting to the public to know that 
there are days when there are as 
many as eighty young girls under 
the instruction of most competent 
ladies of our city, who are gener- 
ouslj' giving their time and labor to 
this work. 


We aim to extend this branch of 
instruction into all the phases of 
household work and thus help these 
young girls to become that 
rare 
article—good and competent domes- 
tic help. 
Surely every member of a 
houseliold ought to be interested in 
this grand work and do something 
to help us in placing these young 
Ijeople above relying on charity and 
assist them to what is in such con- 
stantly growing demand—a good 
domestic, but above and superior to 
this a means of lifting up and en- 
couraging what would be, or prob- 
ably might be a dependent class of 
people, some of 
whom would be 
mothers of the same class. 


Possibly then, the highest aim of 
the Relief Union is to help, as far as 
possible, every applicant for charity 
to a higher standard of self-support 
and self-reliance.

amounted to $019.47. 
Last year 
they were $1,759.90.

Home were small. 
During the year 
only about $120 or $130 was spent 
for it, but the good done in it was 
correspondingly small. 
During the 
year 1896 its expenses amounted to 
$537- 
How much comfort and rest 
this additional ^400 represents we 
shall never know. 


The ^1, ToU, the expenditure of the 
Relief union for the year ending in 
April, 
1897, 
was tlivided aouong 
three departments—the Relief union 
proper, the Homo for Emergencies 
iind work room and labor yard. 
The exj)enses of the first two de- 
])artments were tilmost equal; the 
amount paid in wages was a little 
inore. 


In foriuer years, though the Relief 
union tried to inculcate among the 
]»oor the T)riuciple of giving some- 
1 hing for what they received, it was 
able to do little. 
Now, thanks to 
1 he a.ssociated charities, the amount 
])aid in wages is more thau a third 
of the total e^ienditure, as -has 
been said. 


From April, ISiSi), to the present 
lime, nearly !i;il,OüO has been .spent 
by the Relief union. There is much 
to show for this money. 
Beside 
l)roviding 
food auvl clothing for 
many unfortunate persons, the Re- 
lief union has mf-intained a com- 
fortable homt! for 1 iio sick and the 
helpless, and has i)ui:tand furnished 
the Industrial school Imilding. 


Never but (mce has the 
society 
been in debt. This debi was incurred 
for the i)urpose of building the indus- 
trial sehool. 
Thanks to liberal do- 
nations, all obligati(ms wen* puid 
much sooner than anyone had sup- 
posed would be possible. 


Much less money has be(m s])ent 
during the nresent year,ending this 
month, than last year. Our funds 
liave been very low most of 
the 
time, and, like the rest of the world, 
we have Jelt the necessity of great 
economy. 
The 
former 
treasurer 
used to L^y that the treasury of the 
Relief Union had never been empty ; 
sometimes it would contain only a 
few dollars, but before new bills 
were presented, 
the monej' with 
which to pay them was always on 
hand. 
We, also, 
can make 
the 
.same boast. 
Last .summer, for the 
first time in its existence, the relief 
union was obliged to close its doors 
(ju those who came for help. 
For- 
tunatelj" this action could be post- 
])oned 
until 
the 
warm 
weather 
came, when there were compara- 
tively few appeals. 
Wo sincerely 
hope that the necessity for this may 
never again oi'cur. For the present, 
we are free from 
iinxiety. 
Our 
treasury contains about $440, a sum 
which ten years ago would have 
supported us for nearly a year, but 
which now suilices for three months 
at the utmost. 


Inclosing, 
we can say that the 
public has always respojided prompt- 
ly and liberally to all calls made up- 
on it; many friends have 
made 
large donations without waiting to 
be asked, and schools and societies 
have most generously sent us the 
proceeds of their entertainments. 
We ai-e also sincerely grateful to the 
children of the public schools, who 
every year fill our shelves and cel- 
lars with i)rovisions. 
These contri- 
butions represent a large amount of 
money, which we should be unable 
to supply. 


We feel confident that the citizens 
of Fort Wayne will iirovide for our 
future as they have for our past and 
will make it possible for us to do 
more to aid our unfortunate brothers 
and sisters than we have yet done.

A meeting of the Married Men's 
sodality of St. Patrick's parish held 
Sunday afternoon was largely at- 
tended, the occasion being the elec- 
tion of officers for the ensuing year.

Township Assessor Walsh is pre- 
paring for the annual spring assess- 
ment of personal proiierty and im- 
provements. 
He has already re- 
ceived several hundred applications 
for appointment as deputies. 
This 
year the deputies will be appointed 
March 20, and they will, under the 
law of 1897, be required to give 
bond. 
This is because the laws 
were so amended as to require the 
assessor to collect dog tax as the 
assessments are made. 
Mr. Walsh 
thinks this requirement will oper- 
ate injuriously, as it will require a 
number of additional deputies at 
greater expense to the county. 
He 
thinks less revenue will be obtained 
from the dog tax, in the end, by 
this system than by the old system 
of paying dog tax yrith the general 
taxes.

March 
7.—Justice 
tiarlan's opinion in tlie Nebraska 
maximum freight rate case held the 
Nebraska law to bo contrary to tlie 
fourteenth amendment 
in that it 
authorized the taking of i)ro])erty 
without due procc.ss of law and was 
therefore invalid. 
Hencii the rail- 
roads won. 
Justic'O Harlan's opin- 
ion allirmed the 0])inion of the cir- 
cuit court of appeals for the eighth 
circuit which was against the maxi- 
mum freight rate law and favorable 
to the railroads! 


This case was instituted to tv^st 
the validity of a law ]):i.ssed by the 
Nebraska legislature in Is'.k;, jn-e- 
scribing the maximum rates for the 
transi)ortation of frcigiit by rail- 
roads within the state. 
The act ap- 
])lies specifically to freight whoso 
transit 
begins 
and 
ends 
in 
the 
state, 
and 
is 
nr) waso 
an 
enactment 
to 
control 
in- 
terstate freight. 
It alYeeted all the 
railways in the stat(% and the rail- 
road companies instituted the pro- 
ceedings which were terminated by 
today's ojiinion by filing a bdl 
in 
the Nebi-a.-ika circuit court soon after 
the law was enactcd. 


The object of the bill was to se- 
cure an order restraining the state 
officials from putting the law into 
force. 
TJie law was attacked on the 
ground of its constitxationality. 
It 
was charged that inasmuch as the 
act applied only to state freights, it 
was chargeable with a discrimina- 
tion against them, 
and therefore 
antagonistic to the spirit of the 
fourteenth amendment to the con- 
stitiition. 
Tliey contend that 
the 
maximum rate fixed was unniason- 
ahle and ruinous to the roads, 
it 
was also asserted that the act inter- 
fered witii interstate commerce. 


The state met these allegations 
with argument in sui)port of the 
validity of the law and also with the 
counter charge that the case was 
one of which the federal courts 
could not properly take jurisdiction. 
The decision in the circuit court was 
delivered by Justice Brewer, ot the 
supreme court, who sustained the 
¿ontention of the railroad companies 
and held against the validity 
of 
the law. 
His opinion was based

HISTORY OF THE RILIEF VSIOS. 
The Fort Wayne Belief union, 


like most organizations that succeed, 
had a small beginning. 


Twenty years ago, or on March 


13, Ib7x, a few of the prominent 
ladies of Fort Wayne, pioneers in 
the cause of Chrwtian chanty in its 
various forms, founded a relief 
society. They had worked together 
for some time, but finding that 
without organization and method 
there was much waste of time and 
energy, they made a call through 
the newspapers to the ladies of the 
different churches of tho city to 
me«t thorn at the old rink for the 
purpose of organizing a benevolent 
association 
which should IKS an 


open organisation to unite as far as 
possible .ill classes of citizens in a 
WISP ndniuiMt rations of theeharities 
of tho '-ity 
An encouraging re- 


sponse came from thw rail 
Mrs. 


Jesse L Williams was elected presi- 
dent. Two vice presidents and a 
secretar- were also elected, and 
Mrc. A. R. Henderson, who after- 
ward* worked long and efficiently 
in the relief union, was made treas- 
urer. A board of managers was 
elected and a committee on per- 
manent organization appointed. 


The name given the association 


was the Fort Wayne Belief society. 
Its officers were to be elected yearly. 
Its great aims were to render 
prompt and judicious relief to the 
suffering poor, to prevent waste and 
misapplication of charity, to detect 
imposture and to put an end to 
begging on the streets and at the 
door. 


The meetings were held at first in 


the rink 
When that building was 


turned into a theater the ladies met 
in a room over the Oraffe jewelry 
store, and later in the basement of 
the First Presbyterian church until 
it was burned in 1882. 
The work 


was done by members of the society, 
that the money might all be used 
for charity. 


They visited the poor cooked for 


the sick, made drosses and aprons, 
tied comforters and patched cloth- 
ing, 
which they distributed with 


their own hands to the needy. 


One of these ladies said to me: 


'•How much I enjoyed that work! 
Sometimes I went out before break- 
fast and bought a load of wood for a 
poor family. We met every week 
to sew, 
and comparing notes we 


soon became acquainted with the 
needy poor and understood their 
wants." 


One little incident of that time 


maybe worth mentioning. When 
the old church (as it is now called) 


OB the part of the late, 


the money was given by the gener- 
ous people of the city and the house 
paid for the nest year This build 
ing is now in constant use. It has 
one very large room for the in- 
dustrial school for children and for 
women who meet to work on certain 
| days, an office for the superintend- 
ent, store rooms for clothing and a 
kitchen, 


The work of teaching the children 


to sew is under the management of 
most efficient ladies, and the work, 
room has been of valuable assistance 
to women who have wished to learn 
better to sew and mend 


To speak of the Relief Union to 


the people of Fort Wayne is only to 
remind them of what they all know 
about, and believe to be one of the 
brat charitable organizations of the 
city, and which has their entire 
confidence. 


"No one hesitates to trust to giving i 


of alms, small or great, into the 
hands of the ladies of the Relief 
Union. 


From the first inception of the 


society, when the now sainted Mrs. 
Jesse L. Williams set her great 
heart in the work—till today—the 
ladies hare felt the great responsi- 
bility of a tmst laid upon their 
hands, and very humbly and prayer- 
fully they have sought to perform 
their duty.

The Fort Wayne Belief Union en- 


deavors to render substantial aid 
and assistance to humanity within 
the confines of this city in cases of 
emergency, and to the moat de- 
serving such help as M within the 
province of the society to bestow. 


It cannot be denied that there are 


coses in which the society has been 
deceived, but it is better to err on 
the side of humanity or turn away 
from a case that, seems to demand 
immediate relief than to wait for 
an investigation, and yet personal 
visitation is one of the cardinal 
rules by which we are able to learn 
of the most helpless and of each in- 
dividual's most argent need. 


Resulting from these personal 


visits came the idea of menating on- 
fortunate people in someway to 
help themselves, as being really the 
most useful form of charity, as each 
person so helped is able in that 
measure to rise above the level of 
a dependent to the standard of self- 
maintenance at least. 


In connection with this kind of 


aid the Relief Union established a 
school or work room of instruction 
in which women are helped to a bet- 
ter knowledge of doing for them- 
selves in the way of mending and 
repairing garments.

where little girls are taught the cor-

It may be in- 
teresting to the public to know that 
there are days when there are as 
many as eighty ycnng girls under 
the instruction of most competent 
ladies of onr city, who are gener- 
ously giving their time and labor to 
this work. 


We aim to extend this branch of 


instruction into all the phases of 
household work and thus help these 
young girls to become that rare 
article—good and competent domes-1 
tic help. Surely every member of a 
household ought to be interested in 
this grand work and do something 
to help us in placing these yonng 
people above relying on charity and 
assist them to what is in such con- 
stantly growing demand—a good 
domestic, bnt above and superior to 
this a means of lifting up and en- 
couraging what would be, or prob- 
ably might be a dependent class of 
jteople, some of whom would be 
mothers of the same class. 


Possibly then, the highest aim of 


the Relief Union is to help, as far as 
possible, every applicant for charity 
to a higher standard of Self-support 
and self-reliance.

union tried to inculcate among the 
poor the principle of giving some- 
thing for what they received, it was 
able to do little. Now, thanks k 
the associated charities, the amoun 
jttid in wages is more than a thin 
of the total expenditure, as has 
been said. 


From April, 1889, to the presen 


lime, nearly $11,000 has been spen 
by the Relief union. There is mac! 
to show for this money. Beside 
providing food and clothing for 
many unfortunate persons, the Re- 
lief union has maintained a com 
fortablo home for the sick and th 
helpless, and has builtand furnish* 
the Industrial school building. 


Never but once has the society 


lieen in debt. This debt was incurred 
for tho purpose of building the indus 
trial sehool. Thanks to liberal do 
nations, all obligations were pm< 
much sooner than anyone had sup 
liosed would bo possible. 


Much less money has been spen 


during the present year,ending this 
month, than hist year. Our funds 
have been very low most of the 
time, and, like the rest of the world, 
we have felt the necessity of great 
economy. The former treasurer 
used to say that the treasury of the 
Relief Union had never been empty 
sometimes it would contain only L 
few dollars, bnt before new bills 
were presented, the money with 
which to pay them was always on 
hand. 
We, also, can make the 


same boast, last summer, for the 
first time in its existence, the relief 
union was obliged to close its doors 
oti those who came for help. For- 
Innately this action could be post- 
poned until the warm weather 
came, when there were compara- 
tively few appeals. We sincerely 
hope that the necessity for this may 
never again occur. For the present, 
we are free from anxiety.

treasury contains about $440, a sum 
which ten years ago would have 
supported as for nearly a year, but 
which now suffices for three mouths 
at the utmost. 


Inclosing, we can say that the 


public has always responded prompt- 
ly and liberally to all calls made op- 
on it; many friends have made 
large donations without waiting to 
be asked, and schools and societies 
have most generously sent as the 
proceeds of their entertainments.
